Party to honour 
toddler killed on 
Ric’s Grill patio 


Geo’s Party. ‘It’s too 
soon to act like he wasn’t 
here,' mother says

Sage Morin started planning 
her son’s first birthday party 
when he was only six months 
old. 

She rented a pool, hosted 
a barbecue for family and 
friends and ordered a three¬ 
tiered blue and green cake that 
had a crown on top and the 
words “Prince Geo.” Little Geo 
Mounsef wanted nothing to 
do with the cake. A year later, 
when family celebrated his 
second birthday with a bouncy 
castle and a dragon cake, he 
was older and wiser, knew that 
cake was tasty and dug right in. 

This year, family, friends 


and hundreds of strangers will 
celebrate Geo’s third birthday 
with face paint, science dem¬ 
onstrations, balloon artists, 
puppet shows, crafts and sur¬ 
prises. 

But Geo won’t be there. 

The toddler was killed in 
May when an alleged drunk 
driver crashed his SUV onto 
the patio of Ric’s Grill where 
Geo, his baby brother Quentin, 
his father George and his mom 
were celebrating that he’d 
learned to use the potty. 

“For me, it’s too soon to act 
like he wasn’t here. To not have 
a birthday party, I couldn’t do 
it,” Morin said. 

Morin hopes hundreds 
of people will come to Geo’s 
Party, a free event, which will 
take place at Victoria Park on 
Saturday from 1 p.m. to 6 p.m. 

Attendees are urged to 
bring a signed letter, addressed 
to Stephen Harper, stating they 
have heard Geo’s stoiy and 


want to see tougher minimum 
mandatory sentences for im¬ 
paired driving. 

Tiying to turn the tragedy 
that turned her world upside 
down into a positive is the only 
way Morin said she is able to 
get through life without Geo. 

“Trust me, I have my days 
when I just want to lay down 
and die, but it’s important for 
me to say ... ‘Let’s try to make 
this world a better place.’” 

Hosting the party is also 
a way for Morin to meet and 
thank the people who have ral¬ 
lied behind Geo’s cause, which 
started with a Faceboolc group 
and has led to fundraisers and 
thousands of people hearing 
the stoiy. 

Morin is looking forward to 
sharing Geo’s tale with more 
people on Saturday, a day that 
will feature plenty of cake. 

“What birthday party 
would be complete without 
the cake?” she said.

Justice 
for Geo 

In May, Sage Morin sat in 
court, less than 48 hours 
after her son died, wearing 
an “I heart Geo” T-shirt and 
waiting to see the man ac¬ 
cused of killing Geo. 

As she sat in court, 
hundreds of strangers were 
joining a Facebook group 
she had created earlier that 
morning called Justice for 
Geo. Morin credits the sup¬ 
port she has received online 
with getting her through 
the first week after Geo’s 
death. She said the Justice 
for Geo movement con¬ 
tinues to keep her going. 

Since Geo’s funeral, 
volunteers like NiTasha 
Lakhani, who didn’t know 
Geo or his family before the 
tragedy, meet weekly at an 
Edmonton community hall 
to create blue, red and yel¬ 
low Justice for Geo ribbons. 

“It really hit home for 
me. I have three kids my¬ 
self.... I just wanted (Sage) to 
know, as a parent, she’s not 
alone,” Lakhani said. 

Lakhani has also been 
instrumental in helping to 
organize Geo’s Party and 
said the support she’s seen 
from other strangers for the 
family “makes her proud to 
be an Edmontonian.”

A man charged in the 
disappearance of an 
Edmonton-area couple 
just over three years ago 
will go straight to trial. 

Crown prosecutors 
have decided to skip 
a preliminaiy hearing 
for Travis Vader, who is 
charged with two counts 
of first-degree murder. 

Michelle Davio, a 
spokeswoman for Alberta 
Justice, says the Crown 
decided it was in the pub¬ 
lic’s interest to proceed by 
direct indictment. 

It’s expected Vader will 
be arraigned next month. 

Lyle and Marie McCann 
of St. Albert disappeared 
in July 2010 while head¬ 
ing to a family gathering 
in British Columbia. 

Their burnt-out motor- 
home was found west of 
Edmonton two days after 
they were last seen, but 
their bodies have never 
been found.

When Rev. Nick Trussell saw 
the words “No Homeless” 
spray-painted multiple times 
on the side of Holy Trinity 
Anglican Church on Wednes¬ 
day evening, he couldn’t help 
but agree with the message. 

So much in fact that he 
plans to keep one of the graf¬ 


fiti markings and turn it into 
a mural. 

“It’s kind of like restruc¬ 
turing a bad tattoo,” Trussell 
said Thursday morning. “To 
make a message of hate into 
one of love.” 

The church, located on 
14th Avenue and 156th Street 
in Terwillegar Towne, has 
leased nearby land to the 
Jasper Place Health and Well¬ 
ness Centre, which has plans 
for a 60-unit supportive hous¬ 
ing complex. 

The project has been met 
with both support and resist¬ 
ance from the community. 

“I assume that it was (an) 
act of anger and frustration of 
someone in the community 


who disagrees with the pro¬ 
posed apartment, although 
we seem to agree with their 
message — the words ‘No 
Homeless,”’ said Trussell. 

“That’s exactly what we 
want: for there to be no 
homeless in Edmonton, and 
for people to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to have a home ... that 
is safe and where they can be 
themselves, where they can 
flourish.” 

Public consultation on the 
issue will be held Aug. 22. 
But those on both sides of it 
showed up with scrub brush¬ 
es and buckets Wednesday 
evening, wanting to help.

High River. 

State of 
emergency 
to be lifted 

Alberta Premier Alison Redford 
confirmed Thursday that a 
state of emergency in flood- 
stricken High River would be 
lifted on schedule. 

The emergency declaration 
came into effect almost im¬ 
mediately after the town was 
swamped three weeks ago and 
the plan has been to lift the 
order Friday. 

Redford also said the prov¬ 
ince is handing control of High 
River back to its town council. 

She said provincial support 
will remain for the commun¬ 
ity of 13,000, which had to 
be entirely evacuated when 
floodwaters hit. 

“We are not going any¬ 
where,” she said at a news 
conference in High River. “This 
is only another phase. We’re in 
it for the long haul.” 

Opposition Wildrose Leader 
Danielle Smith, who is from 
High River, had wanted the 
legislature reconvened so the 
province could extend the state 
of emergency. 

Redford said there was no 
real need for that. 

“There’s no magic that hav¬ 
ing a provincial state of emer¬ 
gency in place... will speed up 
things tomorrow,” she said. 

Mayor Emile Blokland said 
Redford and her government 
“have been there” for the town 
and it’s time to move ahead. 

“Tremendous progress has 
been made in High River,” he 
said.

Rental rate is ‘effectively zero’ in many parts of city 


Nicole Guilbault, her boyfriend, 
and her two kids are running 
out of time. 

Her family, including a 
20-day-old newborn, needs to 
be out of their townhouse on 
Aug 1. 

Despite a steady income 
now, past credit problems are 
making finding a place near 
impossible. 


“We can’t find any place 
that will take us because we 
have bad credit,” said Guilbault. 

Guibault is likely not alone. 

Numbers released this week 
from the Canadian Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation show 
the city has a vacancy rate of 1.2 
per cent, half of what it was a 
year ago. 

Edmonton’s Chief Econo¬ 


mist John Rose said that num¬ 
ber is veiy low. 

“There are a lot of areas in 
the city where the rental rate in 
the city is effectively zero, there 
is just nothing there,” he said. 

The good news is the city is 
also seeing a huge number of 
housing starts, including many 
rental properties, Rose said. 

“There is significant new 


supply in the pipeline, these 
buildings are underway.” 

For Guilbault, however, the 
new housing can’t come soon 
enough. 

“If we can’t find a place we 
will be putting our stuff in a 
storage unit and being in a ho¬ 
tel until we can find a place,” 
she said.

Before I could even weep 
about it, I booked another 
exam for the following month 
because I couldn’t wait for the 
freedom of the open road. 

In other words, I was a 
normal teen. But a staggering 
number of young people today 
are giving up this rite of pas¬ 
sage, and it’s happening so fast 
that motor experts are strug¬ 
gling to make sense of it. 

In case my fingernail-sized 
headshot deceives you, I am 
not an orthopedic-shoe wear¬ 
ing man with his cell phone 
clipped to the waistband. Yet 
since around the time I got 
my licence, the number of 16 
to 34-year-old registered driv¬ 
ers in the Capital area has 
dropped 14 per cent. 

This would make math¬ 
ematical sense in just about 


any other region, since the last 
of the Boomers exceeded this 
demographic in the mid-90s 
and were followed by smaller 
cohorts. However, Edmonton’s 
population is booming, espe¬ 
cially in this age group. 

In the same time that the 
number of licensed young 
people dipped, the demo¬ 
graphic in Edmonton proper 
has grown by nearly a quarter. 

Why are they eschewing 
this practically baptismal 
tradition, even while average 
Edmonton families become 
more affluent and the city 
stretches so fast that bussing 
across it becomes about as fun 
as final exams? 

It turns out that it’s hap¬ 
pening across North America, 
and it seems to be a conflu¬ 


ence of reasons. 

For one, public transit isn’t 
just better now, as seen in the 
spate of new LRT stations over 
the decade, but smart-phone 
technology has made manag¬ 
ing it easier, too. All one needs 
to find the nearest, soonest 
bus to their destination is 
Google Maps, while cities like 
Edmonton are now offering 
real-time updates on some 
routes via GPS. 

It also seems that the price 
of parking, insurance and 
that smelly liquid the average 
household spends $2,600 on 
a year is a trade-off fewer are 
willing to make. 

When I reached out to my 
social network about this I 
found a surprising number of 
people who said they didn’t 


drive out of fear of hurting 
themselves and others. Chalk 
that up to what you want — a 
coddled generation, practical 
thinking about one of the lead¬ 
ing cause of death — the anx¬ 
iety is enough to keep hands 
off wheels. 

But above all, it’s changing 
values. 

The old North American 
rite of passage is becoming 
less so, signifying a burden to 
some when it was the ultimate 
freedom before. 

Meanwhile things like lap¬ 
tops, tablets and especially 
smart phones have become a 
new rite of passage. For teens 
especially, a private computer 
is the first taste of an unsuper¬ 
vised life, offering the freedom 
of open web, while the cost of 
maintaining it deflects from 
car ownership. 

Gen Ys and Millenials have 
also been observed to spend 
more than their seniors on 
upscale casual restaurants 
and other small luxuries that 
make saving for and main¬ 
taining a car less important if 
not impossible.

Hava Muhic stood Thursday 
above the smallest pit in the 
cemetery, near her husband’s 
grave. It was dug for her baby 
girl — who was bom and died 


here 18 years ago on the day of 
the worst massacre Europe has 
seen since World War II. 

Muhic’s baby is among the 
remains of 409 people recently 
identified after being found 
in mass graves, who were re¬ 
buried at the Potocari Memor¬ 
ial Center on the anniversaiy of 
the Srebrenica massacre. This 
year’s commemorations bring 
the total of identified victims 
to 6,066. Another 2,306 remain 


missing. 

Muhic is burying the daugh¬ 
ter she never had a chance to 
see or call by name. 

A marker above the coffin 
says: Newborn Muhic (father 
Hajrudin) 11.07.1995 — the 
date marking birth and death. 

Muhic blames her child’s 
death on the frantic msh to 
seek safety among U.N. peace¬ 
keepers as Bosnian Serbs over¬ 
ran the town. A woman who 


helped her give birth in the 
U.N. compound told her the girl 
was bom with the umbilical 
cord wrapped around her neck 
and that she was dead. 

Back then, Srebrenica was a 
UN-protected Muslim town in 
Bosnia besieged by Serb forces 
throughout the countiy’s 1992- 
95 war. Serb troops led by Gen. 
Ratko Mladic broke into the en¬ 
clave on July 11,1995.

Myanmar. Twenty-five 
Buddhists sentenced to 
jail for role in deadly riot 


Twenty-five Buddhists were 
sentenced to as many as 15 
years in prison for murder and 
other crimes during a night of 
rioting, burning and killing 
in central Myanmar, follow¬ 
ing weeks in which it seemed 
only Muslims were being pun¬ 
ished for sectarian violence 
aimed primarily at members 
of their own religion. 

But the sentences issued 
Wednesday and Thursday did 
not erase a sense of unequal 
justice: A day earlier, a Mus¬ 
lim received a life sentence 
for murdering one of the 43 
people killed March 20 and 21 
in the central Myanmar town 
of Meilchtila. 

A wave of violence over the 
past year in this predominant¬ 
ly Buddhist Southeast Asian 
country has left more than 
250 people dead and 140,000 
others fleeing their homes, 
most of them Muslim. The at¬ 
tacks, and the government’s 
inability to stop them, have 
marred the Southeast Asian 
country’s image abroad as it 
moves toward democracy and 
greater freedom following 
nearly five decades of military 
rule.

Forcing would-be Canadians 
to pledge allegiance to the 
Queen before they can be¬ 
come citizens is discrimina- 
toiy and a violation of their 
rights, three permanent resi¬ 
dents are set to argue in court 
on Friday. 

The Citizenship Act re¬ 
quires applicants for citizen¬ 
ship to swear or affirm they 
will be “faithful and bear true 
allegiance to Queen Elizabeth 
the Second, Queen of Canada, 
her heirs and successors.” 

The requirement “effect¬ 
ively bars” the applicants 
from enjoying citizenship 
rights such as voting or ob¬ 
taining a Canadian passport 
given their constitutionally 
protected beliefs, their ap¬ 
plication to Ontario Superior 
Court states.

Canadian organized-crime 
groups have forged links with 
Mexican outlaws in an attempt 
to secure a direct supply of co¬ 
caine and increase their prof¬ 
its by eliminating the middle¬ 
man, the RCMP says. 

An internal analysis by 
the Mounties notes that since 
2008 at least 10 Canadians 
have been shot or killed in 
Mexico under circumstances 
suggesting involvement with 
local criminal elements. 

Some were known to be 
active in drug trafficking in 
Canada and all had extensive 


criminal backgrounds, the 
RCMP analysis says. 

A copy of the May 2012 as¬

The murder in Mexico of 
several Canadians with crim¬ 
inal connections may signal 
that Canadian disputes and 
retaliatory actions are making 
their way south — contraiy 
to the popular perception 
that drug-cartel frictions are 
migrating north, the RCMP’s 
companion report says.

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Mandela hospital 
visit ‘traumatic’

Ahmed Kathrada, a war- 
horse of the anti-apartheid 
struggle, was allowed just a 
few minutes at the hospital 
bedside of his critically ill 
comrade, Nelson Mandela. 
It was, he said, a traumatic 
experience to see the former 
president, physically robust 
during their prison years 
together, in such a fragile 
state. 

Mandela could not speak 
but his face “changed” and 
he recognized his visitor 
“through his eyes,” Kathrada 
said of the July 1 encounter, 
which was overseen pro¬ 
tectively by Mandela’s wife, 
Graca Machel. 

This is the image of Man¬ 


dela that South Africans, 
and many people around the 
world, find hard to accept. 
The man who withstood 27 
years in jail and led his coun¬ 
try from conflict toward rec¬ 
onciliation, is as vulnerable 
as anyone his age, and mon¬ 
itored around the clock by 
doctors. 


The 94-year-old was ad¬ 
mitted to a Pretoria hospital 
on June 8 for a lung infection. 
The government said Thurs¬ 
day he is in critical but stable 
condition, and responding to 
treatment. Legal filings by 
Mandela’s family have said 
he is on life support.

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Supreme Court will hear 
cellphone privacy case 


Ottawa. Man arrested 
for armed robbery says 
police breached his rights 
by examining his phone 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
is taking on the question of 
whether police can access in¬ 
formation on a cellphone that 
isn’t protected by a password. 

The court has agreed to hear 
an appeal from Kevin Fearon, 
who was arrested after an 
armed robbeiy in Toronto in 
2009. 

Police obtained photos of a 
gun and cash, as well as a text 


message about jeweliy, after 
taking a closer look at Fearon’s 
phone, which was unlocked. 
After he was convicted, Fearon 
appealed, arguing that police 
breached his rights when they 
examined the phone after his 
arrest. 

The Ontario Court of Appeal 
said it was all right for the po¬ 
lice to look through the phone 
in a cursory fashion to see if 
there was evidence relevant to 
the crime, but after that they 
should have stopped to get a 
search warrant. 

Had the phone been pass- 
word-protected or otherwise 
locked to anyone other than its 
owner, “it would not have been 


appropriate” to look through 
the phone without a search 
warrant. 

The appeal judges referred 
to a decision in a murder case 
in which the judge did not allow 
evidence from a personal elec¬ 
tronic device because it “func¬ 
tioned as a mini-computer,” 
which has a high expectation 
of privacy. The contents of that 
device were only extracted by a 
police officer using specialized 
equipment, the judges noted. 

“There was no suggestion 
in this case that this particular 
cellphone functioned as a ‘mini¬ 
computer,’ nor that its contents 
were not ‘immediately visible 
to the eye,”’ the court said in

its ruling. “Rather, because the 
phone was not password-pro¬ 
tected, the photos and the text 
message were readily available 
to other users.” 

Defence lawyer Sean Robi-

Richard: Mark, the old say¬ 
ing, “They got bigger, but 
they didn’t grow up,” perfect¬ 
ly applies to this new Sandler 
and Company movie. It’s 90 
minutes of middle-aged men, 
urination gags (too many to 
count) and cleavage shots. 
So while the actors may have 
matured (chronologically at 
least) the jokes haven’t. Ques¬ 
tion is: is it funny? I didn’t 
really think so, although I 


have to say Shaquille O’Neal’s 
big-guy-Andre-the-Giant 
shtick made me laugh. You? 

Mark: No, I didn’t laugh. But 
let’s examine the inventory. 
Chris Rock may be the fun¬ 
niest stand-up working to¬ 
day, but as a movie star, he’s 
never done anything much 
worthwhile. 

David Spade: Tommy Boy 
was a long time ago. 

Sandler: Well, I only find 
him funny when he’s trying 
to be serious. 

There is only one movie 
genius here — I’m not kid¬ 
ding — and it’s Kevin James. 
He’s the only one of the 
bunch that can convincingly 
play a regular guy and not 
come off like a slumming 
millionaire. And even then, 
not in this turkey. 


Also you might have to 
wonder about any sequel that 
Rob Schneider passes on. 

RC: I wondered where 
Schneider’s character was. I 
guess some friendships don’t 
last forever. I can’t say I didn’t 
laugh at all. 

James’ deadpan dumb kid 
who can’t add or spell is a 
pretty funny running gag but 
for a movie about growing up, 
it was all so juvenile. I didn’t 
expect a searing meditation 
on aging but I did think they 
might touch on the fact that 
they were growing old with 
more smarts than lines like, 
“I used to buy 10 cases of beer 
for my parties, now I get 10 
cases of juice boxes.” 

MB: A good line. I snorted 
in recognition. And I grudg¬ 


ingly laughed a bit at a few 
sight gags, like the exploding 
life raft and some of the ’80s 
outfits at the party finale. But 
generally, the humour aims 
too low. But I liked it — if I 
can use the word — more 
than the first one. At least it 
had some nice callbacks and 
weird twists of coincidence. 
And it had a lazy summer 
quality about it, probably the 
result of lazy screenwriting, 
acting and direction. 

RC: I like silly movies, I just 
wish it was silly and about 
something other than a 
moose urinating on Sandler’s 
unsuspecting family, and by 
extension, the audience.

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Conjuring up old-school horror

When it comes to discussing 
contemporaiy horror movies, 
“restraint” isn’t usually a word 
that comes up too often. 

But it’s one that actor Pat¬ 
rick Wilson keeps coming back 
to when describing how direc¬ 
tor James Wan (Saw, Insidious) 
approached The Conjuring, 
based on a case file by real-life 
paranormal investigators Ed 
Warren (Wilson) and Lorraine 
Warren (Vera Farmiga). 

The irony doesn’t escape 
Wilson that Wan is at least 
partially responsible for the 
current state of horror, but 
against that backdrop, The 
Conjuring — presented as if it 
were released during its early 
1970s setting — is a throwback 
in the best possible way. 


This movie is seriously ter¬ 
rifying. 

Yeah, the movie’s no joke. I 
watched it again last night, 
and my friend who was with 
me — who had also seen it 
with me before —jumped 
more this time than he did the 
other time. I kept looking over 
at him like, “But you know 


what’s coming.” I would even 
look at him right before some¬ 
thing happened, and he would 
look at me like, “I know,” and 
then he’d look back at the 
screen and he’d still jump. 

There’s a lot of restraint in 
how the film sticks to its time 
period, feeling very much in 


mood and style like a 1970s 
film. 

James said that to me veiy 
early on. It was the ’70s 
without hitting people over 
the head — with bell bottoms 
or an episode of Partridge 
Family or something. Yeah, it’s 
in the ’70s and you’ve got ’70s 
clothes, and you’ve got the 


odd “groovy” that the kids say 
— which they would — and 
I think it gives people a little 
frame of reference, but it’s not 
blatant. 

It’s refreshing to see the 
older style of making scary 
movies is still effective. 

No disrespect to horror mov¬ 
ies from the past 15 years, 
but when people say, “What 
are the great horror movies?” 
you’re always drawn to the 
Exorcist — that movie always 
comes up as one of maybe 
three or four that are arguably 
the best. Those are movies 
that are rich in character 
and not overly graphic. The 
violence is used appropriately, 
the blood is used appropri¬ 
ately. And I think James has 
a real affinity for that, which 
I always admired, especially 
coming from Saw. He almost 
started this whole movement, 

I feel like, with the shock and 
the gore and eveiything. But 
one of the things that struck 
me about (our previous col¬ 
laboration) Insidious was the 
complete opposite of that. 

And now he’s just really hit 
his stride.

She & Him. Deschanel 
talks inspiration and 
her acting career 


During a summer tour with 
her musical duo She & Him, 
Zooey Deschanel has per¬ 
formed songs about tortured 
love and broken hearts. Since 
she wrote the songs with her 
partner, M. Ward, and she’s re¬ 
cently gone through a divorce 
herself, she’s obviously using 
her musical career to purge 
some emotions, right? Wrong, 
says Deschanel. 

“That is not what I do,” she 
says. “I think that lovelorn is 
a more interesting emotion; 
I tend to be interested in that 
emotion more than I tend to 
be interested in the emotion of 
happy content love, so my big 
influences have always been a 
lot of different things,” said the 
singer-actress, who is taking a 
break from her hit sitcom The 
New Girl to focus on She & 
Him, which recently released 
their fourth album, Volume 3, 
in the spring. 

Deschanel says she doesn’t 
draw from her personal life 
when she creates, and instead 
relies on her own healthy im¬ 
agination. 

“It is the same thing for 
when people ask me, when I 
act, am I drawing from my own 
experience? Well no, I would 
run out of experiences really 
fast,” she said. “I find things 
that are interesting, moving, 
maybe people I know or their 
emotions or movies or other 
songs, even just a thought or 
a feeling. Not that there is any¬ 


thing wrong with confessional 
song writing, there are plenty 
of people that do that who I ad¬ 
mire. I think it is great; it just 
isn’t how I do things.” 

Deschanel talked more 
about her inspirations, her act¬ 
ing career and She & Him in a 
recent phone interview. 

How do you find the time to 
write music? 

When I was first really writing 
music I was doing lots of mov¬ 
ies and I would be on location 
and then I would take a guitar 
and maybe a little keyboard 
along with me. I would write 
in my trailer at lunch. A lot 
of the times I would write in 
the middle of the night or on 
weekends and then I would 
make demos and I would 
be working on my demos at 
work. I never really had a pro¬ 
cess that was contingent upon 


certain conditions. 

Is it important for you to be 
able to merge singing and 
acting, with Jess bursting 
into song in New Girl, and 
singing the theme tune? 

You know what’s funny? I 
think I have only done that in 
like three episodes. The theme 
song, that was (show creator) 
Liz Merriweather’s idea. I 
wrote the chorus production 
and the melody but I didn’t 
write the lyrics to that. I find 
writing melodies much easier 
than writing lyrics. Lyrics are 
the hardest. But with New 
Girl, I am a producer on the 
show and I wanted the theme 
song to be a certain way. I am 
picky about theme songs. I got 
involved in the writing of it. 

Do you think that New Girl 
has increased the exposure of 
She & Him? 


I don’t know. There was 
actually a certain point where 
I did movies but I was doing a 
lot more music and there was 
a certain point where a lot of 
people didn’t know I was an 
actor and only knew She & 
Him, and there were certain 
countries where I know they 
know She & Him more than 
they know me. So that is 
always interesting to hear. I 
think I always notice. I don’t 


really know until I go out on 
tour with it this time. I know 
that you would always get the 
people that would come to a 
She & Him show because they 
like my movies or something 
but however somebody comes 
to it, I don’t really mind. 

How was it directing the 
video for your latest single, I 
Could Have Been Your Girl? 

It was really fun. I have 


always wanted to direct, so 
I thought I might as well do 
it now. But then it was right 
after I’d wrapped New Girl 
and so I had to throw myself 
head first into it. But it was 
such a rewarding experience 
and I worked with such great 
people on the video. 

Is directing something you 
would be interested in pursu¬ 
ing? 

Yes, that is sort of where I 
hope to go. It is just an exten¬ 
sion of a lot of other things 
that I love to do. It is a lot of 
decision making and collab¬ 
orating and curating of ideas 
and I really, really adored it so 
I would love to do more.

Inspiring and 
heartbreaking.

greatest songs 


Millions of fans are think¬ 
ing of Randy Travis and re¬ 
peating calls for prayers fol¬ 
lowing the country music 
star’s stroke and surgery 
Wednesday night in a Texas 
hospital. 

Three Wooden Crosses 

Released in 2002 during his 
gospel period, this song re¬ 
turned Travis to the top of 
the charts after a nine-year 
absence. The song’s narrator 
refers to three crosses seen 
alongside the road and tells 
the story of a crash survivor. 
Travis opens the song by sing¬ 
ing, “A farmer and a teacher, 
a hooker and a preacher, rid¬ 
ing on a midnight bus bound 
for Mexico ...” and it unfolds 
like a heartbreaking mystery. 


Forever and Ever, Amen 

Driven by a subtle but bouncy 
bass line, this love song is told 
from the perspective of a free 
spirit tiying to convince the 
woman he loves that he’s ready 
to settle down. “I’m gonna love 
you forever and ever/forever 
and ever, amen,” Travis sings 
in his mellow baritone on the 
chorus, and by the end of the 
song he’s got you convinced. 
Released in 1987, the song was 
Travis’ third number one and 
won the Grammy Award for 
best countiy and western song 
and the Academy of Countiy 
Music’s song of the year. 

Angels 

This post-9-11 song is Travis 
as evangelist. The song begins 
with a bunch of friends sitting 
around talking about “pol¬ 
itics, religion love and life” 
in the wake of the 2001 ter¬ 
rorist attacks when one says 
he doesn’t believe in angels. 
Travis preaches, “Are you tell¬ 
ing me you’ve never seen an 
angel?/Never felt the presence 
of one standing by?/No robe of 


white, no halo in sight?/Well, 
you missed the most obvious 
thing/Man, are you blind?/Just 
look in your mother’s eyes.” 

On the Other Hand 

This was Travis’ first No. 1 
song in the U.S. Released in 
1985, the song was Travis’ 
first single as a Warner Bros, 
recording artist, and appeared 
on his game-changing album 
Storms of Life. It initially drew 
little notice, but after Travis 
neared the top of the charts 
with his next single, he de¬ 
cided to re-release it in 1986. 

I Told You So 

This Travis-penned breakup 
song was released four times 
over the years — twice by 
Travis, once by Carrie Under¬ 
wood and with Underwood as 
a duet. That duet helped re¬ 
turn Travis to the spotlight in 
the latter years of the last dec¬ 
ade. He performed the song 
with Underwood on Amer¬ 
ican Idol and at The Academy 
of Countiy Music Awards. 
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Robert Plant takes old Led Zeppelin 
songs to some very new places

Robert Plant knows his fans 
want Led Zeppelin and he’s 
happy to comply. On his own 
terms. 

Plant is on the road this 
summer with a new band, The 
Sensational Space Shifters, and 
he’s offering up fan favourites 
— rejigged a bit to keep him 
excited about the music he’s 
been performing for more than 
four decades. 

“You just hit it, give it a 
good bang,” Plant said. “It’s sort 
of like taking a can of wasps 
and giving it a good bang with 
a stick, and then opening the 
lid. It’s just like, ‘Ooooh!’ That 
makes me sing better and it 
makes me go back to not feel¬ 


ing that I’m a cliche, that I’m 
not actually just going through 
the motions.... This is obvious¬ 
ly a gig but nonetheless you 
can still make it into a great 
pleasure dome for yourself, 
which is what I do.” 

Plant is on tour with The 
Space Shifters through July. 
He’s hitting Red Rocks in 
Colorado and the Forecastle 
Festival in Louisville, Ky., this 
week with stops in Atlanta, 
North Carolina and Boston 
before wrapping in Prospect 
Park in Brooklyn July 27 after 
successful runs in South Amer¬ 
ica, Europe, Australia and New 
Zealand. 

He and former Zeppelin 
bandmates Jimmy Page and 
John Paul Jones, who ended 
the band when John Bonham 
died in 1980, incited public 
hope for a reunion when they 
appeared in London and New 
York together last year to pro¬ 
mote Celebration Day, the 
film and music release of the 
band’s 2007 concert at Lon¬ 


don’s 02 Arena. The band test¬ 
ily deflected questions about a 
reunion. 

“We rode on the crest of 
eveiy wave for a period of 
time, us bunch of guys,” Plant 
said in a phone interview from 
San Francisco. “And sadly that 
couldn’t last because one of the 
guys vanished. And so what 
happens now is I’m a man of 
the world like so many people, 
like in his own way Ry Cooder 
and Peter Gabriel. ... You pick 
up so much stuff along the 
way, you know, and you put 
it all together, you switch the 
power on and people smile and 
then they dance and then they 
sweat and then they scream, 
and it’s either that or sit on a 
stool and sing George Jones 
songs.” 

The tour effectively marks 
the end of a seven-year Amer¬ 
icana period for Plant that 
started with Raising Sand, his 
2007 Grammy Award-winning 
collaboration with Alison 
Krauss and T Bone Burnett, and 


continued through his most re¬ 
cent work with girlfriend Patty 
Griffin, Buddy Miller and Band 
ofjoy. 

The Space Shifters turn it 
into something of an abrupt 
ending. 

“I went back to the U.K. 
and I said to my pals, ‘Let’s go 
urban, let’s go British, let’s go 
African. Let’s turn the volume 
up and let’s just stick the fire 
underneath it again,”’ Plant 
said. 

As the name suggests, the 
band brings a spacey, psyche¬ 
delic and sometimes impro- 
visational quality to Plant’s 
back catalogue. The group 
consists of four players Plant 
used before his Americana per¬ 
iod — guitarists Justin Adams 
and Liam Tyson, bassist Billy 
Fuller and John Baggott on the 
keys — and recent additions, 
drummer Dave Smith and 
Julmeh Camara, a specialist in 
traditional African instruments 
from Gambia.

Edmonton-raised rapper / 

celebrity chef Roger Mook¬ 
ing can’t help but use a food 
metaphor to describe the 
making of his new hip-hop 
album, Feedback. 

“I wanted the album to 
be like chocolate truffles 
dipped in nails,” says the for¬ 
mer Bass is Base beatboxing 
percussionist, who co-hosts 
TV’s Heat Seekers and stars 
in Everyday Exotic and Man 
Fire Food. 

“Like really creamy, dense 
centres but raw, jagged 
edges.” 

The wide ranging emo¬ 
tions on Feedback, out Tues¬ 
day, reflect the roller coaster 
ride Mooking has been on 
since releasing his 2008 al¬ 
bum Soul Food. 

In the past five years, 
the amiable Trinidad na¬ 
tive became a culinaiy star, 
opened and sold restaurants, 
did charity work locally and 
around the world, and went 
through some gut-wrench¬ 
ing, unspeakable heartbreak 
with his wife. 

“I’ve had a lot of kids, 
we’ve lost some kids,” says 
Mooking, 39, in a recent 
interview. 

“We’ve just gone through 
a lot — a lot of ups and downs 
and just dramatic changes in 
the last five years and I felt 



that I had to just get it off my 
chest, really.” 

Mooking said he and his 
wife lost two children — one 
in 2009 and another last year 
— in childbirth. 

The father of three with 
another on the way (or, father 
of six, as he likes to say) lays 
his feelings about the traged¬ 
ies bare on the powerful track 
Oh My God, which begins 
with the sounds of a church 
organ, a thunderstorm and 
an echo of Mooking scream¬ 
ing the title phrase. 

“Eveiything you need to 


know is on that record. Truly 
eveiything,” says Mooking, 
who also rhymes on the song 
about his faith being tested. 

“I don’t know if I would 
ever perform Oh My God 
live,” he adds later. “I can 
hardly listen to it, it just takes 
me too deep, you know what 
I mean? But I needed to get 
that out.” 

The tunes Life is Fighting 
and Shoulder to Cry On also 
indicate Mooking is getting a 
lot out of his system on the 
album that was produced by 
Byron Wong and Chin Injeti,

Mooking says some songs 
reflect the experiences of 
those he’s met through his 
travels with the charities 
World Vision Canada and 
Save the Children. 


• “Because that's really 
what feedback is about 
... it's really about a 
community, people com¬ 
municating and telling 
their universal stories,” 
he says. 


his former bandmate from 
the Juno-winning R&B/acid 
jazz/soul trio Bass is Base. 

The Hum, meanwhile, is a 
bass-heavy ode to the energy 
and vibrancy of urban life; re¬ 
lationship woes are touched 
on in Must Have Been Love, 
Daddy’s Little Secret and We 
Should Go Back; and Centre¬ 
fold is a tale of a self-absorbed 
fame-seeker. 

“By far, this is my most 
personal record ever to date,” 
says Mooking, who recorded 
the project over a year in 
Toronto, Vancouver and Ja¬ 
maica. 

“I made a very conscious 
effort to just be veiy frank.”

Savages are four London 
women whose punctuated 
attack on every song is every 
bit as vicious and thrilling as 
their name implies. 

The band’s recently re¬ 
leased album, Silence Your¬ 
self feels like a tightly coiled 
musical manifesto of sexual 
politics and a dystopian fu¬ 
ture. While the band was en 
route to the States, we pe¬ 
titioned Jehnny Beth for an 
email interview. 

There's a lot about your 
approach that invokes fear, 
and a lot of it seems to be 
a fear of where humanity 
is heading. (One of the first 
lines a listener will hear on 
your debut album is that 
“The world's a dead, sorry 
hole”) At what point did 
you realize this sort of un¬ 
settling feeling would be a 
thematic element to what 
Savages is all about? 

Fear is one of the main 
characteristics of human 
behaviour. You can explain 
a lot of things when you 
understand how much fear 
controls in lots of different 
ways what people think 


and how they behave. If 
someone is angry, it is 
probably because he/she 
is scared. Learning how to 
control fear is one first step 
towards emancipation. 

I've read that you have 
said your writing process 
is one that is more of strip¬ 
ping away than adding 
things. So what does a Sav¬ 
ages song sound like when 
it's first brought into the 
rehearsal room? 

There’s never been a set 


way in which we write a 
song. There are usually too 
many ideas for just one 
song, so we select the best 
one and forget about the 
rest. We see it as a Darwin¬ 
ist process. If an idea is not 
strong enough, it will not 
survive. 

The all-caps prose on the 
cover of the album is very 
powerful and also seems 
to relate to this same sort 
of unsettling feeling and 
seems to speak about 


where technology is tak¬ 
ing us and sapping away 
our humanity. First of all, 
would you agree with that 
statement? And secondly, 
did those words ever land 
in any rough drafts of 
songs as lyrics or were they 
always a separate mission 
statement of sorts? Is this 
part of the notion of strip¬ 
ping away? 

I wouldn’t say it is about 
technology in particular. 

It is more about a general 
sentiment of self-dispersion, 
which I think is common to 
everyone and that I experi¬ 
ence myself too. I think 
it would be wrong and 
reductive to direct this text 
towards one single par¬ 
ticular meaning. It was my 
intention to keep it poetic 
and open so people can 
make it their own. 


You have posted other 
effective all-caps announce¬ 
ments, particularly the one 
outside your shows, discour¬ 
aging people from tweet¬ 
ing, photographing etc. 
while you're performing. 

Are you seeing less phone 
glow from the crowd since 
posting this? 

Yes, since we’ve put the signs 
up, I barely see any iPhones 
in the crowd during the 
performances. 

I think people are dying 
for these kind of things 
to stop from happening, 
but it’s easier to do it as a 
group than on your own. It 
instantly changed the gigs! 
People started dancing, we 
have moshpits now. It’s not 
like we are telling anyone off 
for not respecting the rules. 
These are no rules, they are 
only guidance.

Can you share an anecdote 
about an incongruous 
pairing? 


• Quote. “We played 
at Meltdown festival 
curated by Yoko Ono 
in London a few weeks 
ago. She came to see our 
soundcheck and walked 
onstage to say hi.... She 
told us that she thought 
our gig shouldn't have 
been presented as an 
Iggy and the Stooges 
support. After she saw 
our soundcheck she said 
she knew that it should 
have been presented as 
a proper Savages show.

“The point of the video is to 
humanize their plight,” Crider 
told Metro World News. 

Reprieve, along with 
BAFTA-award winning dir¬ 
ector Asif Kapadia (Senna), 
created the video to bring 
awareness to the violations 
that many of the more than 
100 protesters who are hun¬ 
ger striking at the detention 
centre are going through. The 
U.S. government has acknow¬ 
ledged that 45 prisoners are 
being force fed to prevent 
starvation. 

The group approached Bey 
and explained that they were 
looking for a person in the 
public eye to show the brutal 
process. 

“He’s in sincere and pretty 
severe pain,” Crider said. 
“Your throat tenses up when 
you are nervous. ... He said 
he thought it was one of the 
more important things he had 
been involved in.” 

Crider, who is an attorney

who has represented dozens 
of prisoners in the centre over 
the years, explained that the 
hunger strike started in Feb¬ 
ruary over many issues cul¬ 
minating in the burning of 
Quran books. However, she 
felt it had been long forgotten 
by the media. 

What she and her team at 
Reprieve want is simple. 

They want the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to stop the force feed¬ 


ing of prisoners during the 
daylight hours of Ramadan, 
which began on July 10. 

They want medical profes¬ 
sionals to stop administering 
Reglan, a medication pre¬ 
scribed for anti-vomiting and 
nausea in the U.S. that comes 
with a warning not to take it 
longer than 12 weeks. 

They want prisoners to 
have the right to choose 
whether they want to protest 
and hunger strike, and not to 
be forced against their will to 
receive nutrients. 

“I don’t see any end in 
sight,” she said. 

Crider hopes that with the 
massive attention the video is 
getting, people will become 
passionate about the issue and 
join the fight. 

At the very least, she hopes 
the U.S. government will 
understand that force feed¬ 
ing is not acceptable, and that 
they will transfer people who 
have been cleared by U.S. na¬ 
tional security as not being

Civil Wars. Joy 

Williams talks about 
abrupt ending to 
European tour 


There are still helium balloons 
clinging to the ceiling and new 
toys scattered across a table in 
the living room when Joy Wil¬ 
liams answers the door. The 
Civil Wars singer recently found 
cream cheese icing in her hair, 
she notes with laughter, more 
remnants of her son Miles’ first 
birthday party the night before. 

It is one of the happiest 
times for Williams, but as is 
often the case with life, it’s 
also one of the most difficult. 
Over the next hour, Williams 
will laugh and ciy and express 
a range of emotions from pride 
to fear and hope as she talks 
about the status of her Grammy 
Award-winning duo with John 
Paul White and their new self- 
titled second album. The group 


is officially on hiatus even as a 
single hits the airwaves and the 
album nears its Aug. 6 release 
date. 

She is fiercely proud of the 
new music and can’t wait for 
eveiyone to hear it. But she 
knows she has to tell the stoiy 
of how things fell apart before 
she can expect anyone to pay 
attention to the music. 

“This album chronicles loss 
and regret and anger and vic- 
toiy and sweetness and loyalty 
and I hope that people get the 
chance to listen to it,” Williams 
says as she sits at her kitchen 
table. “What I’ve noticed is 
people may be curious about it, 
but once they listen to it, they 
are hooked.... It’s so honest and 
it’s so rich and, not to toot my 
own horn, I’m just really proud 
of what we created together. 
And we created it together — 
we just happened to be in a bit 
of a civil war ourselves.” 

The last we heard from The 
Civil Wars, they were ending a 
European tour in abrupt and 


unexpected fashion, issuing an 
unusually honest news release 
that attributed the decision to 
“internal discord and irreconcil¬ 
able differences of ambition.” 
Williams says eight months 


later she and White aren’t 
speaking, but she hopes time 
will bring them back together 
to perform the new music live. 
There are currently no plans for 
them to tour together, however. 


In her first interview since 
the decision to come off the 
road, Williams says the hiatus is 
meant to be “a deep breath of 
‘What’s next?”’ and inhales in 
search of a moment’s serenity. 
She hopes in time there will be 
healing and friendship and col¬ 
laboration again. 

The two met after being 
randomly paired for songwrit¬ 
ing sessions for a put-together 
mainstream country group in 
Nashville and their chemistry 
was immediate and undeni¬ 
able. Fans thought they might 
be a couple. They were claimed 
by the country, folk and Amer¬ 
icana worlds after their initial 
success. They won two Gram- 
mys in 2012 and in their only 
public appearance together this 
year, they took home another 
Grammy with Taylor Swift and 
T Bone Burnett for their contri¬ 
bution — Safe & Sound — to 
The Hunger Games soundtrack. 

Underneath all the success 
there was unseen tension, how¬ 
ever, Williams says. She took 


some time away to have Miles 
last summer, but the weeks 
apart didn’t solve their grow¬ 
ing problems. The two met for 
writing sessions and though 
they were able to work together 
to create the songs that would 
make up The Civil Wars, the 
relationship continued to de¬ 
teriorate. 

They left for Europe, but 
eventually they chose to re¬ 
treat to their homes and fam¬ 
ilies. They apologized and even 
offered to pay expenses and 
service charges for fans who’d 
already committed to travelling 
to their shows. 

As in many separations, ex¬ 
planations didn’t come easy. 
There was no band-ending argu¬ 
ment. They didn’t start fighting 
in Europe and then quit the 
road. Tensions built up over 
time and reached an impasse. 

Williams believes in retro¬ 
spect cancelling the tour was 
the right thing to do, though it 
made her sad.

If you were to catch a Diamond 
Rings set for the first time, and 
had absolutely no expecta¬ 
tions for or knowledge of their 
music, your initial reaction 
might be... whoa. 

Because the synth-pop out¬ 
fit (the solo project of Toronto- 
bred John O’Regan, that has 
recently expanded to include 
a full band) seems designed to 
catch you off guard and throw 
you off balance. O’Regan dress¬ 
es the part of a Ziggy Stardust- 
era David Bowie — makeup 
and all — voguing for the 
crowd and throwing his angu¬ 
lar, androgynous form around 
the stage with abandon. 

“Yeah, Bowie comes up a 
lot,” says O’Regan. “I think be¬ 
cause, obviously, there aren’t as 
many men in music who wear 
makeup as there are women. 
And that’s totally fair, I’m a 
Bowie fan as much as anyone 
else. But I think when I look 
to my inspiration in terms of 
what I do esthetically, it’s prob¬ 
ably women more ... say from 
people like Annie Lennox or 
Grace Jones. Women who are 
assertive and powerful without 
sort of stooping to the lowest 
common denominator and just 
prancing around in a bra and 



panties. I think it’s empowering 
and it’s more of a powerful 
statement not to show off 
eveiything all the time.” 

O’Regan’s empathy for and 
identification with femininity 
has obviously spurred some 
speculation about his sexual¬ 
ity (he’s deliberately ambigu¬ 
ous about that). And for some, 
his flamboyant stage persona 
might seem like shticlc. But 
that’s all sort of beside the 
point. 

“I think, initially, it was just 
a way for me to unsettle the 
audience, by kind of unsettling 


myself,” he muses. “When I 
started out in Toronto, hying 
to make a name for myself, a 
lot of what was going on was 
just heteronormative indie 
rock. Big bands, six or seven 
people up on stage, there’s like 
four people playing guitar and 
someone playing like a glock¬ 
enspiel and eveiyone kind of 
chanting and yelling and run¬ 
ning around.” 

With Diamond Rings, 
O’Regan (who had previously 
briefly fronted a fairly hetero¬ 
normative indie band of his 
own, The D’Urbervilles, before 


going solo in 2009), wanted to 
step outside that box. More¬ 
over, he wanted to smash apart 
that box’s walls. 

“The goal became to kind of 
present a show where I could 
leave people not fully sure of 
what they’ve just seen,” he 
says. “A lot of times you go see 
a band and you feel like you’ve 
figured out the whole thing 
within the first minute. My 
goal is to always keep engaging 
people, or re-engaging people, 
and that was kind of a big ap¬ 
proach with the new record 
(2012’s Free Dimensional). I 
think it’s important for people 
to see that people aren’t just 
one thing. People can be a lot of 
different things all trapped in 
one body.” 

Indeed, O’Regan compares 
gearing himself up for one of 
his dynamic performances to 
an athlete pumping himself up 
in the locker room. “Part of the 
ritual of playing hockey or foot¬ 
ball or whatever is just getting 
your equipment on, getting the 
uniform on,” he says. “I feel like 
that gets eveiyone kind of out 
of their regular character and 
into their stage character.” He 
grew up playing sports, a fact 
that might surprise those who 
have a certain idea about a man 
who dons glitteiy eye makeup 
and skin tight lame pants on a 
nightly basis.

There are people who credit 
Yo La Tengo with defining the 
genre of indie rock. One, writer/ 
fellow musician Jesse Jamow, 
wrote an entire book about it, 
Big Day Coming: Yo La Tengo 
and the Rise of Indie Rock. If 
it’s true, it’s a pretty epic leg¬ 
acy. If you ask frontman and 
co-founder Ira Kaplan, however, 
he’s reluctant to even entertain 
the idea. 

“That’s something that real¬ 
ly does not enter into our life 
much,” he explains, in his slow, 
thoughtful way. “Even the no¬ 
tion of indie rock is nothing I’m 
particularly fond of. I don’t real¬ 
ly know what it is. On a person¬ 
al level, when somebody says 
that to me — not when some 


one writes it, but when a band 
says that to me — it is meaning¬ 
ful, and I’m happy. I mean I’m 
proud of what we’ve done, and I 
am happy when someone finds 
it inspiring, but I think about it 
as little as possible.” 

One wonders if, after put¬ 
ting out 13 studio albums (not 
to mention the countless col¬ 
laborations, covers and compil¬ 
ations,) they ever hit a creative 
wall. “It doesn’t seem that way. 
Maybe our standards are too 
low,” laughs Kaplan. “I would 
say that eveiy time we finish 
making a record, that’s pretty 
much the only time I think 
about that. You always figure, 
well it’s got to run out some 
time ... but it seems to just hap¬ 
pen that at a certain point we 
all kind of know we’re ready 
and get to work.” 

Fade is the most recent 
product of that work, and it’s 
the trio’s tightest album in 
more than a decade. “We did 
consciously make this new 
record a shorter record, think¬ 
ing that we had made so many 
70-minute records in a row, and 
we wanted to challenge our¬ 
selves to do something more 
succinct,” he says. 


Still, “I wouldn’t use the 
word concession,” he con¬ 
tinues. “I wanted to know for 
myself that we could do some¬ 
thing shorter. So it wasn’t a 
concession, it was a challenge. 
Certainly nobody was demand¬ 
ing it but us.” 

That notion of rising to only 
self-imposed challenges, and 
refusing to kowtow to popular 
demands, seems like it’s the 
driving (and sustaining) force 
for the band that may or may 
not have created indie rock. 

“I think we’re in a good pos¬ 
ition. We get to do whatever 
we want,” Kaplan says. “We’ve 
gotten to where we are by do¬ 
ing what we want. It’s hard to 
compare our life as a band to 
another, because I don’t know 
others as intimately. Like any¬ 
one else, it’s always our goal 
that people like what we’re do¬ 
ing but, at the same time, we’re 
aware that anything good that 
happens always comes with its 
own set of problems. So I don’t 
think any of us are under the 
impression that ‘oh if only we 
had 50,000 more listeners... 
all of our problems would go 
away and eveiything would be 
great.’”

This week, the panellists on Fox 
News Channel’s unexpected 
ensemble hit, The Five, mark 
two years on the air — or 22 
months longer than planned. 

The program’s deceptively 
simple premise is five folks sit¬ 
ting around a table at 5 p.m., 
lacking around the day’s news 
and hot topics. The Five has 
emerged as Fox’s second most 
popular show this year, behind 
only Bill O’Reilly, despite not 
having the larger pool of po¬ 
tential viewers that prime time 
usually provides. 

When Glenn Beck left Fox 
in 2011, Eric Bolling of the

Fox Business Network pitched 
himself to Fox News Chairman 
and CEO Roger Ailes. “I sent 
the boss an email and said, ‘I’d 
kill for that 5 o’clock slot,”’ Bol¬ 
ling said. “He said, ‘You and 500 
others. Come up and talk to me 
at the end of the week.’” 

Ailes already had another 
idea. He was mixing and 
matching personalities to see 
who might fit into a discus¬ 
sion format. There are actually 
seven who work on The Five, 
allowing for substitutions. Cast 
members are Kimberly Guil- 
foyle, a former prosecutor who 
once worked at Court TV; vet¬ 
eran Fox analyst Juan Williams; 
Dana Perino, White House 


press secretary for President 
George W. Bush; campaign 
strategist Bob Beclcel, who ran 
Walter Mondale’s presidential 
campaign in 1984; Republican 
consultant Andrea Tantaros; 
libertarian satirist Greg Gut- 
feld, who hosts the wee-hours 
Fox show Red Eye; and Bolling. 

They shot two test episodes 
and “the chemistry ... was 


undeniable,” Tantaros said. 
“When they said it was tem¬ 
porary, I thought, ‘Wow, but 
this is really fun.’” 

Publicly, The Five was billed 
as a summer replacement ser¬ 
ies for Beck. It probably would 
have remained so if it didn’t 
click. Instead, the summer es¬ 
sentially served as a success¬ 
ful pilot for a network that 


does not introduce many new 
shows. 

It is averaging two million 
viewers so far this year, up 
from just under 1.5 million 
during its first six months, ac¬ 
cording to the Nielsen Co. Beck 
brought new viewers to a time 
slot usually considered slow, 
and now The Five has a larger 
audience than Beck had during 


his final year at Fox. 

During the loosely struc¬ 
tured hour, the hosts take 
turns introducing subjects and 
steering the conversation. The 
idea is to recreate a dinner con¬ 
versation, said Porter Berry, 
the show’s executive producer. 
The set consists of five chairs 
and an oval table where, up 
close, you can see the scratches 
and masking tape. 

“You want people to feel at 
home when they turn on the 
TV,” Berry said. 

Generally, The Five is like 
a dinner table conversation 
for a home flabbergasted 
that the countiy re-elected 
President Barack Obama. Wil¬ 
liams rarely appears unless 
Beclcel is absent. Although 
it’s not consistent on every 
issue, Beclcel often finds him¬ 
self outnumbered 4-to-l ideo¬ 
logically. That’s a signature 
Ailes approach; An oppos¬ 
ing point of view is not ig¬ 
nored, it’s just overwhelmed.

The Newsroom over season one growing pains 



Moving on. Star Jeff 
Daniels confident HBO 
show is now finding 
its feet and is unfazed 
by the reactions of 
viewers and critics 


Even the star of HBO’s drama 
The Newsroom admits that 
season one had its growing 
pains. 

Creator Aaron Sorlcin’s 
show-about-a-news-show was, 
along with the now-defunct 
Smash, last year’s TV series 
most likely to be hated, or 
loved — or one that viewers 
actually loved to hate. 

On the hate side were some 
of those of the conservative- 
political variety and many, if 
not more, television critics 
of eveiy variety; on the other 
side were the series’ devoted 
fans — albeit a group that 
shrank considerably between 
the time the show debuted 
and the series’ season-one fi¬ 
nale. 

“Season one, we’re guess¬ 
ing,” noted actor Jeff Dan¬ 
iels, who portrays the show’s 
central character, cable-news 
anchorman Will McAvoy. “It’s 
like a first draft. So, for Aaron,

he’s tiying to figure out how 
to write for me. We’re tiying 
to figure out who Will is, who 
(Will’s executive producer) 
Mackenzie is. Where does 
the show work, where would 
it go, what’s the direction? 
So, you almost need a season 
to figure that out. I think we 
guessed right quite a lot. But 
coming into season two, it’s 
like we own it.” 

Daniels, Sorkin and nearly 
all of The Newsroom staff 
gathered Wednesday night 


on the Paramount lot for a 
premiere party celebrating 
the series’ first second-season 
episode, which debuts Sunday. 

Oddly enough, at once, the 
opener reveals plenty, and 
plenty of nothing, about what 
to expect from the second sea¬ 
son. 

“We kind of play a lot of the 
cards right at the beginning,” 
explained executive producer 
Alan Poul. “But we’re actually 
holding back a lot. The idea 
was not to make the season 


about what will happen with 
the big stoiy ... but, rather, 
how did this happen? How did 
this become such a mess?” 

Actress Allison Pill, who is 
Will’s now not-so-green asso¬ 
ciate producer, did her best to 
serve up plot teasers without 
spoiling surprises for viewers. 
“What I can say is that there is 
one overarching stoiyline that 
involves a fake stoiy and the 
sort of legal ramifications of 
such a thing going on the air,” 
she said. “And I think it’s a fas¬ 
cinating kind of season-long 
stoiy that you have to really 
pay attention to. It’s quick and 
it’s twisted.” 

And it’s likely to continue 
to polarize both viewers and 
critics — something Daniels 
said he and Sorkin knew the 
show would do from the start. 

“First of all, look: Art is 
supposed to push buttons,” 
Daniels commented. “We live 
in a divided countiy. We live 
in a (countiy) of left-of-left 
and right-of-right screaming 
(people), and they’re the only 
ones that are being heard. So 
here comes this show that 
takes some shots at the right- 
of-right and they don’t like 
it. So — bang! — they hit the 
Twitter, they hit eveiything, 
and off they go.”

Sorry, spirit fans, you don’t 
have the monopoly on 
mixology.

Iced coffee. Forget the 
expensive but watered 
down versions you get 
from cafes and make 
your own 


As the dog days of summer 
scorch on, no one wants to 
swelter through a hot cup of 
coffee, but most people still 
need their daily caffeine kick. 
At the same time, many coffee 
shops charge premiums for the 
privilege of simply watering 
down your hot coffee with ice. 

The answer, though, is 
within reach: cold-brew coffee, 
a style that has enjoyed a recent 
resurgence. 

Toronto’s The Rooster Cof¬ 
fee House manager, Kyle Wil¬ 
son offers tips so you can beat 
the heat and satisfy your caf¬ 
feine needs at the same time. 

1. Understand the basics 

Cold-brew coffee gets its name 
because, rather than using 
hot water to extract the cof¬ 
fee grinds from a vessel like a 
French press, it involves a slow 
infusion in cold water over the 


course of 12 to 20 hours. “It’s 
great to make the night before 
so it’s ready for when you leave 
for work,” says Wilson. 

It’s simple enough: Start 
with a French press, fresh cold 
water, coffee beans and ice. 
Grind the coffee somewhat 
finely and dump it into the 


French press. Using a ratio of 
one part coffee and five parts 
water, pour cold water into the 
French press. Place plastic wrap 
on top of your French press and 
leave it on the counter for at 
least 12 hours, and as long as 
24 hours. 

Once the time has elapsed, 


filter the grounds by pressing 
down the plunger, then pour 
the liquid through a coffee filter 
or cheesecloth to get rid of any 
remaining residue. This is your 
coffee concentrate, and you 
should use an equal amount of 
concentrate and water for each 
serving. Add ice, and enjoy. 


2 . Weights and measures 

The variance in the quality of 
your cold-brew will often come 
from the beans, your fastidi¬ 
ousness to the process and the 
equipment you use, Wilson 
says. He compares it to baking, 
with its specific times, weights 
and measurements, to achieve 
a consistent and delicious prod¬ 
uct eveiy time. 

He weighs the ground 
beans and recommends one 
part ground coffee to five parts 
water as a good baseline. (Use 
a scale or measuring spoon 
and glass measure and aim 
for about 10 grams/two table¬ 
spoons of ground coffee to 50 
mi llil itres/one quarter cup of 
water.) 

3 . On the grind 

The grind of the bean is also 
crucial. Wilson says if you don’t 
have a burr or hand grinder, 
the best option is to ask your 
local coffee shop to grind it for 
you. “You need a consistency of 
grind to translate over to taste. 
If some is coarse and some is 
fine, you’ll get this unbalanced 
taste,” he says. “You’re left with 
something that’s not as good as 
it can be.” 


4 . Be creative and have fun 

Wilson honed his coffee wis¬ 
dom by spending years work¬ 
ing in the restaurant industry 
in Australia, where he says the 
culture is deeply imbued with 
the crema of an espresso. And 
so he adds that while some of 
these tips seem complicated, 
it’s important to simply love 
what you’re doing and try what 
works best for you. 

“There are rules to follow, 
but sometimes not following 
the rules, you can get creative 
and stumble on something 
that may not be out there,” he 
says. 

The less water you add, he 
says, the stronger your brew 
will be. Wilson also says that 
while he’s settled on 20 hours 
as the ideal brew time, he’s 
never tried doing it for longer 
— and says you should feel free 
to do so. 

There are many types of 
equipment available on the 
market, all producing a dif¬ 
ferent quality of brew: from 
the buxom leather-wrapped 
Chemex, the smooth single¬ 
serve AeroPress, and the cold- 
brew-specific filter system

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Kovalchuk walks away 
from deal with Devils 


NHL Russian sniper 
retires to return home; 
12 years, $77M left 
on big contract 


When the New Jersey Devils 
signed Ilya Kovalchuk to a con¬ 
tract that eventually became a 
15-year deal worth $100 mil¬ 
lion US, it stunned the NHL. 

But that was nothing com¬ 
pared to Kovalchuk’s decision 
to retire and walk away from 
the final 12 years and $77 mil¬ 
lion of it. 

Kovalchuk’s announcement 
Tuesday to return home to Rus¬ 
sia came several months after 
the superstar considered stay¬ 
ing there in the wake of the 
NHL lockout. The 30-year-old 
said in a statement that he has 
thought for a long time about 
moving home for good. 

“Though I decided to return 
this past season, (general man¬ 
ager Lou Lamoriello) was aware 
of my desire to go back home 
and have my family there with 
me,” Kovalchuk said. “The 
most difficult thing for me is to 
leave the New Jersey Devils, a 
great organization that I have a 
lot of respect for, and our fans 
that have been great to me.” 

Kovalchuk had 417 goals 
and 399 assists in 816 games 
over 11 NHL seasons spent with 
the Atlanta Thrashers and Dev¬ 
ils. He was the first overall pick 
of the Thrashers in 2001 and 
was a face of that franchise be¬ 
fore being traded to New Jersey 
in 2010. 

“After many conversations 
with Ilya over the past year on 
his desire to retire from the 
National Hockey League, Ilya’s 
decision became official today,” 
Lamoriello said in a statement. 



“On behalf of the entire or¬ 
ganization, I wish Ilya and his 
family all the best in their fu¬ 
ture endeavours.” 

Kovalchuk is free to play in 
Russia’s Kontinental Hockey 
League and reports from Rus¬ 
sian news agencies indicated 
he will officially sign with SKA 
St. Petersburg on Friday. 

Kovalchuk’s original deal 
with the Devils was for 17 years 
and $102 million. It was ruled 
cap circumvention by the NHL 
because Kovalchuk would have 
been 44 years old when it was 
over. 

The Devils must forfeit 
their 2014 first-round pick as 
punishment for the circumven-
